VARIETY OF GERANIUM PLANT NAMED 'PENNEA' 
BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
The present invention comprises a new and distinct cultivar of 
Pelargonium peltatum known by the varietal name 6 Perinea 5 . /The new variety was 
discovered in 1996 in a selective breeding program in Dresden, Germany. The new 
variety is the result of a combination breeding and embryo rescue. The new variety 
was first asexually reproduced in 1997 by cuttings in/Dresden, Germany. The new 
variety has been trial and field tested and has be£n found to retain its distinctive 
characteristics and remain true to type through successive propagations.

The accompanying photographic drawing illustrates the new variety, 
with the color being as nearly true as is possible with color illustrations of this type.
